TROOPS ORDERED OUT. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Oct. 7—Governor 


Stone late last night ordered out the 
entire division, of the National Guard 
of Pennsylvania to do duty in the an- 
thracite 'coal regions. The 
soldiers 


'are in the field today. The orde 
calling out the Guard is as follows: 


In certain portions of the counties 


of Luzerne, Sehuykill, Carbon, Lacka- 
wanna, Susquehanna, Northumberland 
and Columbia tumults and riots fre- 
quently occur and mob law reigns; 
men who desire to work have been 
beaten and driven 
away and their 


families threatened. 


Railroad trains have been delayed 


stoned and the tracks torn up. The 
civil authorities are unahle to main- 
tain order and have called upon the 
governor and commander-in-chief of 
the Natioal Gu?rd for troops. 


The situation grows more serious 


each day. The territory involved Is 
so extensive that the troops now on 
duty are insufficient to .prevent all dis- 
order. The presence of the entire di- 
vision National Guard of Pennsylvania 
is neccessary 
in these counties to 


maintain the public peace. 


The major general commanding will 


place the entire division on duty, dis- 
tributing the^i in such localities as 
will render them most effective for 
preserving tie public peace. 


As tumults, riots, inotis and disord- 


ers usually ccocur when men attempt 
to work in and about the coal mines, 
he will see that all men who desire 
to work and tieir families have ample 
military protection. He will protect 
all trains and other property from un- 
lawful interference, and will arrest a»- 
persons engaging in acts of violence 
and intimidation and hold them under 
guard "Until their release will not en- 
danger the public peace; will see that 
threats, intimidations, assaults an<! 
all acts of violence cease at once. The 
putrid~. peace and good order will ue 
preserved on all occassion and though- 
out the several counties, and no in- 
terference whatevei will be permitted 
with officers and men in the discharge 
of their duties under this order. The 
dignity and authority 
of the state 


must be maintained and her power to 
suppress all lawlessness witnin her 
borders be asserted.

The old Jeffersonian 
standard ct 


qualification for office is as good to- 
day as it was when it was first an- 
nounced, a hundred years ago. 


"Is he honest? Is he capable" These 


are the standards by which the author 
or the immortal Declaration of InCe- 
pendence always determined the fit- 
ness of any candidate for office, for 
the position to 
which 
he aspired. 


These are the standards of qualifica- 
tion for office that the intelligent anil 
conscientious voter should apply to- 


day, 
to any candidate who presents 


himself IDT'hls suffrage. 


It may safely be assumed, as a gen- 


eral proposition, that political parties 
will 
endeavor to nominate 
hones-1 


men as candidates. They cannot af- 
ford to do otherwise. It would be the 
veiy worst 
policy 
possible, to say 


nothing of a total lack of principle, 
for anj- party to nominate dishonest 
men as candidates and such a course, 
if persisted in. would lead to inevi- 
table defeat for the party that did it. 
Of course, human nature is weak and 
it often yields under the pressure of 
strong 'temptation; and many public 
officials 
have proved dishonest in 


whom the greatest confidence 
was 


repossd. But, these ara the compara- 
tively few exceptions, that prove tLo 
rule. 


Unfortunately 
however, it can 


not be as safely assumed that politi- 
cal parties will always, or even gen- 
erally, be as careful in regard to the 
second great element of the Jefferso- 
nian standard of qualification—capa- 
bility.

Russell Sage expressed this opinion

York American at his cottage at Cedar- 
hurst, Long Island, after reading of 
the serious aspect the coal strike had 
assumed. 


"As a director in twenty-seven corpo- 


rations," he continued, "with much es- 


j perieuce of men and manners. I rec- 
ommend to the employers to meet their 
rebellious workiiigmen in the fairest 
way that may be de% ised.' 
The em- 


ployers have said that there was noth- 
ing to arbitrate, 1 know, and there is 
a great deal of vanity in their refusal 
to make n.lvances to the strikers now. 
The employers consider that their feel- 
ings have been wounded \ery cruelly. 


"I admit that. But so have been the 


feelings of the strikers. Why can't the 
employers invite their laborers to meet 
them and talk over the whole matter 
again?

We were in 


one farmer'* house that was heated 
by steam and had hot and cold water 
on tap all through it. Connecticut is 
so thickly settled that nfuch of it 
seems like a continuous pretty village.

trict That odorous vegetable lay in 
heaped up pyramids like piles of pota- 
toes, thickly dotted over fields. Thus 
left for some days the bulbs dry and

Coal to Keep It. 


Odd tilings are coining to light in 


connection with the coal famine, and 
the tragedy of it all is being queerly 
mixed with bits of humor, says the 
New York Herald. Its scarcity and 
high price have forced the Hudson 
Couaty Gas company to take special 
precautions to prevent the theft of 
coal from wagons which convey it 
from the yards in Bayonne, N. J., to 
the gasbouses in Jersey City. 
A 


novel method is adopted. 
As each 


wagon is filled with coal a layer of 
whitewash is applied, to the top of the 
load. ^This makes it impossible for 
any one to take coal from the wagon 
without the fa~ct becoming known. 
Since this plan has been folio-wed no 
shortage in supplies shipped by wag- 
ons have been reported. 


At Danbury, Conn., a firm of hat- 


makers operated its plant the other 
day with common stable manure be- 
neath the boilers for fuel. Shortage of 
coal led the firm to adopt this expedi- 
ent after several days of experiment- 
ing. 
The manure is thrown iuto the 


furnaces while damp and burns slowly 
and steadily, with sufficient heat to 
produce steam. The results obtained, 
were 
thoroughly 
satisfactory, 
and 


many loads of the fuel are being stored 
in the factory coal bins. 


Employees of the Phoenix Horseshoe 


•works at Poughkcepsie. who received 
$20 from W. S. Devery while his train 
was stopped in that city recently, add- 
ed $5 to the money and sent it in the 
narnc of the Iron and Steel Workers' 
union of Poughkeepsie to President 
Mitchell to apply to the relief of the 
striking coal miners.

market and provide cheaper fuel for 
the poor the company has arranged to 
bring to Baltimore each day from 
western Maryland, West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania fifty extra carloads of 
soft coal, wlr.ch is to be retailed at the 
uniform price of ?4 a ton.
